Need For Rigid Economy In 
Of Government Noted By 


In Support Of Armament Ex 

SAN FRANCISCO — California 
taxpayers will be called upon to pay 
|an additional $69,263,000 in federal 
taxes, to finance the national de- 
fense program, it is revealed in an 


analysis of the Federal Revenue Act | 


of 1940, just completed by the Tax- 
ation Department of the California 
State Chamber of Commerce. 

In view of these new tax levies, 
the need for rigid economy in all 
departments of local and state gov- 
ernment, 
tax-paying ability of California cit- 
izens, is urged in a letter accom- 
panying the report by Sidney M. 
Ehrman, chairman of the Cham- 
ber’s Statewide Tax Committee. 

The new $69,000,000 tax bill pre- 
sented by the federal government 
will be in addition to approximately 
$920,000,000 in regular taxes collect- 
ed this year by federal, state and lo- 
cal governments in California.

Individual income taxes, under the

130,000 through an increase of half 
a cent per gallon.

U.S. Cities Advance | 
In Prenatal Care 


By GARRY CLEVELAND MYERS, Ph.D. 


@ WE IN America are making 
progress in the care of expectant 
mothers. In many communities 
there are free public clinics and 
dispensaries which make available 
to all expectant mothers of these 
communities the best medical care. 


Some Pioneers 


The City of Cleveland, for ex- 
ample, has pioneered in excellent 
services to expectant mothers. The 
Child Health Association there, 
under the able direction of Dr. 
Richard A. Bolt, in cooperation 
with the local Medical Association, 
has for a number of years carried 
on a program in prenatal care 
which has become the pattern for 
many other cities. 

This Child Health Association 
conducts classes in prenatal care 
for expectant mothers. At the 
present time, this program, with 
118 classes per month, reaches 
about 5,000 expectant mothers 
year, which is about one-third of 
all mothers confined in Cleveland. 
Nine lectures per series are given 
in these classes. Free lesson out- 
lines are distributed to each class 
member and bound copies are be- 
ing sold at 25 cents the copy. Re- 
cently, classes for expectant fa- 
thers also Lave been established. 


Lower Mortality Rate 


Statistics show a decidedly low- 
er mortality not only among the 
mothers but also among the in- 
fants born following this prenatal 
eare. They also show that each 
added 500 women reached by the 
instruction program resulted in 
the saving of at least another 
life. The Cleveland maternal mor- 
tality rate has been reduced from 
7.2 per thousand live births in 1931 
to 3.1 in 1938, and this reduction 
has undoubtedly been effected, in 
a great measure, by the educa- 
tional program of the Child Health 
Association.

For the entire nation, the rate 
for the first half of 1939 is 4 deaths 
of mothers for every 1000 live 
babies born, a drop of 23% since 
1937. And, whereas, 15 years ago, 
74 out of every 1000 babies born 
alive were doomed to die before a 
year of age, the rate has fallen 
to 50. Too bad they have such a 
warring world to come to!

Solving Parent Problems 


Q. Do you believe in whipping 
children over five or six? 

A. No, I don’t, except in very 
rare instances. 


Q. “I have a baby. Also an in- 
valid mother who expects me to 
listen to the details of how she is 
feeling, and between desperation 
over the baby and a nervousness 
at trying to listen to her and do 
up the many jobs, I could often 
scream, if I’d let myself.” 

A. Often an invalid mother or 
father is harder to manage than a 
child. Principles of good manage- 
ment are similar. Make clear to 
the mother that after you have 
done the best you can for her you 
don’t have time to listen to the 
details of how she feels. Then 
walk away and go about your 
business with good conscience. 

Q. Would you let children run 
and romp indoors? 

A. No; unless there were a play 
room for such purpose. Let the 
child learn very early that games 
of chase must be played out of 
doors—for safety and citizenship.

AVERAGE UNEMPLOYMENT INSURANCE CLAIMANT 


IS 35 YEARS OF AGE AND UNSKILLED; 


EARNED $834 IN PREVIOUS YEAR 


SACRAMENTO The average 
claimant for unemployment insur- 
ance in California is an unskilled 
man, 35 years old, who has earned 
$834 in the preceding year as a 
worker in industry or trade. Mr. 
Average Claimant received $294 in 
total benefits in weekly payments 
of $16.00 each. 

This composite picture of the av- 
erage benefit claimant is besed on 
a study of 5,403 claims received by 
the State Department of Employ- 
ment during the period December 
1, 1929, to Janualy 13, 1940. 

The survey indicated that 75 per 
cent of all benefit claimants were 
men previously engaged in an In- 
dustrial operation. Highest average 


earnings for any single group an- 
alyzed were those recorded for 
workers over 65 years of age. Claim- 
ants under 30 received the lowest 
average wage during the qualifying 
period. 

Claimants previously 
mining operations, including oil 
recovery, oil production, refining 
and distribution received the high- 
est maximum awards and weekly 
amount distribution. Lowest max- 
imum amount and weekly amount 
went to employees in wholesale and 
retail trade. 

Shortest sustained employment 
was found among employees of 
food concerns, whose average em- 
Jloyment preceding filing for bene- 
fits was but six months.

The third French Republic, born 
in the darkest hours of the Franco- 
Prussian war, was sinking to its 
death today in the equally dark 
hour of another defeat by Ger- 
many.

“SLEEPING SICKNESS” 
AMONG HORSES IS 
ON INCREASE 


SACRAMENTO—The disease of 
horses known as Equine Encephal- 
omyelitis or ‘“‘sleeping sickness” has 
greatly increased and spread dur- 
ing the past month, according to 
the Division of Animal Industry, 
State Department of Agriculture. 


A considerable number of deaths 
aldeady have been reported. The 
counties from which the largest 
number of reports have been re- 
ceiveg so far are Imperial, San Di- 
ego, Orange, Tulare, Fresno, and 
Yuba. 


Some cases also have occurred in 
several other counties. 


Equine Encephalomyelitis is a hot 
weather disease and the virus is 
spread by mosquitoes and possibly 
other biting insects. Most cases oc- 
cur among horses on pasture.
